MOTOR TRAFFIC PROBLEM, 


The comments" that have been appeur- 
ing,.in’ the’ Presa during the last week 
or so would convey the impression that 
a Bill is on the stocks in Parliament to 
abolish the speed limit of 29 miles an 
‘hour imposed upon motor vehicles. But 
1 learn that ua a matter. of fact no Bill 
exists at’ present, though without doubt 
one will be drafted in due course.
